pl ted. The yield from the Pyawbwé well was not definitely ascertained, but the 

pumping carried out at Mawlaik during the dry season proved the well to be 

successful. At Kyauks@ a tube well was sunk for about 1-0 feet in clay which 
gave no promise ot affording a sufficient yie'd tor the Town supply, and another 
Site had to be selected. a z 

At Myingyan, Nattalin and Taungdwingyt tube wells were sunk and proved 
successful, but the distribution schemes were delayed by difficulty in obtaining 
pipes. At Pegu the reservoir was completed and the work of constructing the 
delivery main was in progress. The laying of distribution mains was complet 
in the Ma-ubin Municipality, and the water-supply became available for public use. 

The expenditure on civil sanitary works incurred by eer and local 
bodies fell irom over Rs. 58’5 lakhs to about Ks. 49 lakhs, of which over 
Rs, 15 lakhs were spent on water-supply, Rs. 6°8 lakhs on drainage, over Rs. 16 
lakhs on conservancy, and Rs. t1‘25 lakhs on other sanitary works. Ihe 
prohibitive cost of materials cf ail kinds and the difficulty of obtaining them 
doubtless induced local bodies to postpone their sanitary schemes.
